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Library activity for tho year 1940-49 was on much tho same lovol no in 1947-48 
with n total circulation of 105,8C7 volumes. Attendance in the Library Gtudy Rooms 
and In tho evenings totalled 1U8,1S1. Ho roccrd was kept of tho duytino uso of tho 
various rending roonn, but they were flilol to capacity throughout tho day. 


Tho staff of the Library consisted of twenty-one full-tlr.o no;.bars {nino of 
whom were professional librnriaua) and four part-tine assistants. Lias Joan Dafoo, 
B.A., B.L. >. of V.lnnipog, joined the staff In August 1348 to take charge of tho 
Calgary education Library during tho absonce of Hiss H.I. Grant who has boon taking 
tho course in Library Gcienco at tho University of biscohsin, tis3 Dafoe will beoono 
Reference Assistant in the lain Library in August 1949. 

Ltudont Assistants 

Thirty-tbreo student assistants were employed in the Library for varying 
periods weekly, supervising the two Library Study Hoons and assisting at the 
Circulation desks during rush periods. In employing those students particular 
effort is made to adviso and encourage those who intend to ontor the library 
profession. Five of our assistants, graduating this spring, are already enrolled 
for tho Fall Tern at Library Cchools, and wi31 help to relievo the present acute 
shortage of trained librarians in Canada. 
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The problon of opnee for readers and bookB remains as acute as ever, and it 
has boon noceooary to oontinuo to place loss-used volunos in dond storage till tho 
now library is roady. 

Tho Rutherford Library 

On Uovor.bor 25, 1948, tho Hon, John Campbell Bowen, Lieutenant Governor of the 
Province, laid tho cornerstone of tho now library building, which will bo called 
tho Rutherford Library in honor of tho Hon. nloxandor Canoron Iiuthorford, first 
Prosier of Alberta and author of tho original Act establishing tho University. 

*.’ork has continued on tho building all through the winter, but owing to delay in 
the dolivory of stool in bho Burner of 1948, the building will not bo completed 
until the sunrtor of 1950, instead of tho Fall of 1949 ti3 originally anticipated. 
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This has boon another record yonr for this department with nearly 1C,09Q 
volumes added to tho collection. Thin Department consisted of tho Chief Cataloguer, 
tho Order Librarian, and four full-tiro assistants. Tho Chief Cataloguer again 
spent 2 months of tho summer in Calgary where she completed tho reoutuloguiug of 
tho education Library, begun in tho summer of 1946. 

During the year tho Department ordered 4,808 titles; nocossionod 0,781 volumes; 
catalogued 9,856 volumes (including 1170 bound Journals); lettered 7,573 volumes; 
withdrew C23 volumes; and typed 28,657 cards. Tho Department continued to order 
end catalogue books for tho University Hospital nursing Library on u cost b sis. 
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Although total circulation statistics for tho Lain Library wore nil ;htly down 
fror, those of 1947-48, there was no loosening of tho nativities of this do nrtr.ont, 
owing to the notlcaoblo increase in tho use of books and other materials fror. tho 






















stacks as opposed to Reserve shelf books, and to the demand for reference and 
interlibrnry loan service. This would indicate that graduates and senior students 
were making greater use of the library .than heretofore, os was to be expected 
as the large post-war classes progress to thoir senior years. The staff consisted 
of the Reference Librarian, the Circulation Librarian, 4 full-time and one 
half-time assistants, a delivery boy, and 7 student assistants. 

Attendance 

The Rein Reading Room was filled continuously throughout the day-time 
hours of opening (7.45 a.a. - 5.CO p.;.:,) and 13,473 readers used it during the 
evening hours (7 - 10 p.ra.) The Library Study Room, open for us8 at all hour3, 
was used by 37,676 readers during supervised periods, (9 a.ci. to 4.30 p.n. dally). 

REFERENCE. PTBI0PISAL3 and BINDING! 

This Department is responsible for reference service to faculty members 
and students, for periodicals, government documents and pamphlet material, for 
interlibrary loan service, and for the binding of books and journals for the 
entire University Library. During the year 1,C32 current periodicals were 
ordered and recorded (an increase of 77 over the previous year) and 2,253 
volumes viere prepared for binding, as corpared with 1,651 in 1947^43. Inter- 
library loans increased again over the previous year, with 141 items borrowed 
for staff members, and 6-4 volur:es loaned to other libraries. 14 microfilms 
wore purchased for those engaged in research. 

Circulation 

During the year the circulation from the Uain Library wa9 7o,219, which 
includes: Books and journals from the stacks, 20,034; Books from the reserve 
shelves, 50,841; Special pamphlets, periodicals, etc., 5,344. On Extramural 
loan 640 books were sent out to 369 registered borrowers. 
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Education Library (Edmonton) 

During 1943-49, the Education Librarian, with two full-tine and two student 
assistants, circulated 52,154 volumes. Both the Education Library and the 
Library Study Room were used to capacity. The latter v/as open until 10.30 
each evening, although supervised only 5 hours a day. 20,766 students made 
use of it during supervised hours. Extramural loan service was heavier this 
year than the preceding year, vdth 559 books sent out by mail. 

Education Library (Calgary) , 

The introduction of the Arts options into the Calgary Branch of the Faculty 
of Education has changed the enphasiB of this library somewhat. Originally tt 
served Normal School students only, and the book collection was strictly along 
teacher-training lines. The collection has now been broadened and increased 
with the addition of a basic Reference collection, and texts and reference 
books in English, French, History, Uathematios, Physics and Chemistry. Thi3, 
along with the completion this year of the recataloguing of the collection, 
has given the library its greatest service capacity in it3 history. At 
present this library subscribes to 36 periodicals for Education and 13 for 
Arts, and receives 10 other publications as gifts. 

During the year 1948-49 the librarian in charge, with a half-time 
as-istant, circulated a total of 8,636 volumes or an approximate daily average 
of 136 vols. Total number of readers using the Reading Room was 11,904, about 
150 studonts daily. 










Medical Library 


This branoh library again showod an incroaao in circulation and attendance 
over the preceding year. The staff consisted of the Medical Librarian aqquali- 
fied library assistant hClf-tine, n clerical assistant half-tine tir.e, anu 4 
student assistants. The library was open 124 hours daily except Saturday. The 
lengthening of the academic year in the Faculty of Medicine has inv >lvod u 
corresponding increase of nearly throe months in the period during which full 
library service is providod to staff and students, 

circulation statistics for the yoar are: Keserve books for daytime use in the 
library 4,400: Keserve books for overnight use 6,CG9; journals and pamphlet 
material, 4,176: a total of 16,824. This is an increase of 17# over lost year’s 
total. 2,920 items were loaned to city and rural doctors. 

Current subscriptions to medical Journals now nunber 205, of which 18 wore 
new last year. 282 bound Journals wore nddod to tho collection. On lnterlibrayy 
loan 41 items were borrowed and 45 loaned to other libraries. During the past 
two yenr3 1,160 items, unvrantod duplicates in our collection wero sent to other 
libraries for which wo received In exchange 1,773 itoms needed to complete our 
sots of bound Journals. 

Law Library 

The increased registration in the Faculty of Law put a very heavy strain on 
tho Low Library. Lven with the additional reading room added last year it was 
not possible to accommodate all tho students, and wo are very grateful to the 
Law Society of Alberta for permitting our students to use its library in tho 
Court House. 

The work of binding or rebinding hundreds of volumes in the collection, and 
the purchase of new books and sets to bring our Law collection up to date was 
continued during tho year. 

Agriculture Headin? Room 

During tho past year the Agriculture Reading Room was open from 9-5 under 
the supervision of a full-time library assistant and fro; 6,30 - 9.30 with a 
student assistant i 'in charge with a narked increase In 3orvice and satisfaction. 
Thin past year 12,387 students used the reading room, as compared with 9,179 
in 1947-48, and 4,339 books were circulated. 

Tho Chemistry and Nursing Reading Roona , each seating about 20 readers, were 
used to capacity during the session. lio statistics arc kept for the latter, but 
in the Chemistry Reading Room , the number of readers totalled 9,801, and the 
circulation 52,195. In the mining Reading Room, a half-time library assistant 
was employed. During tho year she completed the card catalogue for the collection 
and was able to provide reference service for students and staff. The number of 
readers during the year wne only 198, since thero is very little reading opaco; 
the circulation wa3 1,600 vols. 

prOCK of P0QK3 

During tho year 3,931 titlos wore added by purchase and 295 by gift, making, 
with bound Journals, a total of 10,390 volumes; 223 volur.es were withdrawn; giving 
us 99,750 accessioned volumes. In addition thero are 13,091 accessioned vols, 
the Education Library (Crjlgary) and sono 13,030 vols. as yot unaccessionod in the 

Education Library (Ldnonton) making a total bookstock in the University Library 
system of approximately 125,821 vols. at March 31, 1949.
